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HHS Removes Race As 
Barrier To Adoptions Of 
Minority Children 

The long searches that states 
have conducted to find Black adop- 
tive families for Black children are 
illegal and can no longer be the pri- 
mary factor in placing children for 
adoption, according to new guide- 
Hnes pubhshed by the Department of 
Health and Human Services (HHS). 

Federal officials recently notified 
states of the guidelines, based on the 
Multiethnic Placement Act passed 
by Congress last October, the Wash- 
ington Post recently reported. 

HHS informed states that it is 
illegal to slow down or hold up an 
adoption while caseworkers look for 
a family of the same race as a child. 

The average length of time children 
wait to be adopted is slightly less than 
two years, and minority children 
reportedly wait longer than that-some 
researchers say twice as long. 

The guidelines also note it is ille- 
gal to establish a list of criteria for 
placement based on race or ethni- 
city, and that social workers no 
longer have to justify interracial 
adoptions. 

States that fail to comply risk los- 
ing federal fimds or being sued by 
individuals. 

Meanwhile, the Illinois House, 
hoping to reduce the number of chil- 
dren in the care of the state Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Ser- 
vices, recently passed a bill making 
interracial adoptions in the state 
easier.

Anthropolosists Conclude Africans Were First To 
Make Tools About 90,000 Years Ago 



Stone Age humans first learned 
to make sophisticated tools about 
90,000 years ago in Africa and not in 
Europe as had been widely believed, 
new research reveals. 

The findings, reported in the jour- 
nal Science, means that technology 
of that level reached Aftica about 
75,000 years before it began appear- 
ing in Europe or Asia. A discovery 
that is in line with other evidence 
that shows that anatomically man 
first evolved in Aftica, perhaps some 
125,000 years ago, and then reached 
Europe and Asia much later, bring- 
ing their superior tool-making abili- 
ties with them. 

Previous to the recent discovery, 
researchers suggested that tool tech- 
nology, as well as artwork, was con- 
siderably more cruder before reach- 
ing Europe about 40,000 years ago. 

The new find "shows that humans

in Afiica had invented sophisticated 
technologies long before the European 
counterparts, who have long been 
credited with initiating modem cul- 
ture," said Alison S. Brooks, an anthro- 
pologist at George Washington Uni- 
versity, who made the discovery along 
with her husband John E. Yellen, 
director of the National Science Foim- 
dation's archaeology program. 

The tools were discovered in a site 
called Katenda, in the Semliki Valley 
of eastern Zaire several years ago.

Fund-Raisins Drive Launched To Help Raise 
$500,000 For Burdened Selma University 



A campaign was launched recent- 
ly to raise $500,000 for financially 
strapped Selma (AL) University and 
the National Baptist Convention 
(NBC) is spearheading the drive. 

The Rev. Henry Lyons, NBC pres- 
ident, said the organization will 
donate $100,000 to the effort during 
its annual meeting in Birmingham 
on Labor Day weekend. He urged 
Black leaders, supporters and alumni 
to pitch in to donate the balance to 
save the institution. 

In recent years, Selma University 
has been struggling to pay off mount- 
ing bills, some of which have ended 
up in court because of non-payment, 
as well as owing more than $200,000 
in employee payroll taxes to the 
Internal Revenue Service. 



Two previous fund-raising drives 
to raise $1 million for the predomi- 
nantly Black institution were less 
than successful. 

Referring to how some donations 
had been handled in the past, Lyons 
said the NBC would closely monitor 
the collection and appropriation of 
fimds. 

He said, "We,ve got to maintain 
a standard. We can't do it by com- 
ing here, dumping money and walk- 
ing off." He added, "We want to dump 
the money, but we're going to stay here 
and watch you spend it." 

The National Baptist Convention 
oversees nine colleges and each one 
"must become fiscally responsible 
and accountable for everything," 
Lyons said.

"The African-American women 
had a problem getting their hair 
done appropriately," lawyer Milton 
Grimes, who represents dismissed 
juror Jeanette Harris, told the New 
York Post. "They sent a beautician 
who didn't do their hair properly and 
the women said. This is not going to 
work. Can we get a better beauti- 
cian.''

Settlement Reached In Murder-Fer-Hire Case 
Asainst Malcolm Daushter, Qubilah Shaban 




Qubilah Shabazz 



Prosecutors re- 
cently agreed to 
drop their murder- 
for-hire charges 
against a daughter 
of slain leader Mal- 
colm X in a deal 
that requires her 
to abandon her al- 
legations of an FBI 
frame-up and seek drug and psychi- 
atric treatment. 

The settlement was presented at 
Qubilah Shabazz's scheduled ap- 
pearance for a trial on charges of 
plotting to kill Nation of Islam 
leader Louis Farrakhan. U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge James Rosenbaum ap- 
proved the agreement without com- 
ment in a brief hearing in Minneapolis. 

Ms. Shabazz, who saw her father 
gunned down 30 years ago, was 
accused of trying to have Farrakhan 
killed because she believed the min- 
ister had a hand in her father's 
assassination and was a threat to 
her mother. 

Outside the courtroom, Ms. Sha- 
bazz said she was "relieved that it's 
over now and (I'm) leaving it behind 
me." 

Defense attorney Percy Sutton 
said Ms. Shabazz's lawyers decided 
they could not risk the chance she 
might be convicted. She faced up to 
90 years in prison and a $2.25 mil- 
lion fine. 

The settlement defers trial for 



two years on the condition that Ms. 
Shabazz complete a two-year psychi- 
atric and chemical dependency pro- 
gram, get a job or attend school and 
remain law-abiding. She would 
spend the first three months in a res- 
idential treatment program in 
Texas. If she meets those conditions, 
the indictment would be dismissed. 

The settlement includes an affi- 
davit in which Ms. Shabazz accepts 
responsibility for participating in the 
plot but maintains her innocent 
plea. 

In the affidavit, Ms. Shabazz said 
a statement she gave to FBI 
agents-described by prosecutors as 
a confession-was not coerced and 
acknowledged that the government 
"acted in good faith" in prosecuting 
the case. 

The judge asked Ms. Shabazz if 
she understood that signing the 
agreement, known as a pretrial diver- 
sion, meant she gave up her right to a 
speedy trial. 

"Yes, I understand that," Ms. Sha- 
bazz answered clearly, with Sutton 
and Assistant U.S. Attorney Jeanne 
Graham standing at her side. 

The prosecution's case centered on 
secretly taped telephone conversa- 
tions between Ms. Shabazz, 34, and 
an informant, Michael Fitzpatrick, 
who alleged that Ms. Shabazz hired 
him to kill Farrakhan; and a state- 
ment Ms. Shabazz gave to FBI agents 
on Dec. 20. 
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Black Colombian 
Senator Visits US^ 

During a recent trip to the United 
States, the first Black woman to be 
elected to the Senate in the country 
of Colombia tried to build a relation- 
ship between Black Latin Americans 
and Black Americans. 

Sen. Pledad Corboda de Castro, 
who wrote a 1993 law recognizing 
equal rights for Black Colombians, 
contends that, without such laws. 
Blacks in her coimtry will not receive 
equal representation. 'The situation 
for Black Colombians is the same as 
for Blacks in the U.S. 20 or 30 years 
ago," Corboda de Castro told the 
Washington Post newspaper. "We 
derive a lot of inspiration fi'om Black 



Americans, their struggles and their 
champions." 

Corboda de Castro was in the U.S. 
to attend a human rights conference 
at the Woodrow Wilson International 
Center for Scholars in D.C. 

The struggle to build a Black 
awareness movement in Latin Amer- 
ica has been difficult to say the least. 

However, Corboda de Castro told 
one group that "there is a growing 
information network of Blacks in 
Latin America... We are looking for 
ways to improve our self-esteem be- 
cause the society conveys to Blacks 
that we are nothing. We want to let 
people know that we are not only 
there to cook and to play football. 
The world has got to come to terms 
with us."

on the state's commerce commission. 

When he was named the director 
of Negro activities for the Republican 
National Committee in the nation's 
capital, Washington's crusade landed 
the first Blacks in key government 
posts, including E. Fred Morrow at 
the White House, J. Ernest Wilkins 
as an assistant secretary of labor, and 
Carmel Carrington Marr as a UN 
adviser. He also was responsible for 
the first Black guests to be invited to 
White House functions. 

A graduate of the 1924 Indiana 
University class, the Columbus IN, 
native was honored at the class' 50th 
anniversary.

May 11, 1981 

A Bob Marley, the undisputed King 
of Reggae music, died of cancer in 
Miami, FL, on this day. Marley was 
bom in the northern Jamaican vil- 
lage of Rhoden Hall, April 6, 1945. 
His family moved into the Trench- 
town section of Kingston when he 
was nine. As a teen-ager, he worked 
as an electrical welder, but spent 
most of his time making music. Mr. 
Marley recorded his first single in 
1962. One year later he performed 
on a full-time basis with a talented 
group of musicians known as the 
Wallers. During his career Bob Mar- 
ley earned more than $200 million, 
an income equal to 10 percent of his 
native Jamaica's gross national prod- 
uct. Marley was Jamaica's "cultural 
ambassador" who was primarily re- 
sponsible for Reggae music gaining 
worldwide acceptance. 



May 13, 1914 

T Joe Louis, former heavyweight 
boxing champion of the world, was 
bom in Chamber County, AL, on this 
day. Louis, known as the "Brown 
Bomber (63-3, 49 KOs)," held the title 
for 11 years and defended it in 25 title 
fights — more than the combined total 
of the eight champions who preceded 
him. Although most U.S. sporting 
events then caught little attention 
internationally, it was not the case 57 
years ago at Yankee Stadium in 1938 
when Joe Louis knocked out Max 
Schmeling two and a half minutes 
into the first round. What was his- 
toric about this match was Schmel- 
ing was considered a symbol of 
Hitler's "master race," but he proved 
no match for the champ! Joe Louis, 
the "Brown Bomber," died April 12, 
1981. In June of 1993, Joe Louis was 
honored by having a United States 
stamp issued in his memory.

Finally, the nation's so-called Black 
Belt has elected its own members of 
Congress from every Dixie state 
except Arkansas.

"the federal encroachment in poli- 
tics," Atty. Days, a former Yale Uni- 
versity law professor, faced a seem- 
ingly hostile and quizzical high court 
while defending a significant gain of 
the civil rights voting struggle. 
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^ Rep. Cynthia McKinney addresses 
rally outside of the U.S. Supreme Court 
Building in Washington D.C. urging the 
court not to eliminate minority voting 
districts. 

"Race-based seats" have been 
the never before disputed proce- 
dure for Blacks to be elected to 
Congress from the North and 
West-except for three members. 
The vast majority of caucus mem- 
bers are elected from predomi- 
nantly Black urban districts. 

In two hours of oral argu- 
ments dealing with the elections 
of Louisiana's Rep. Cleo Fields, 
the House's yoimgest member, 
and Greorgia Rep. Cynthia McKin- 
ney, justices questioned the differ- 
ence between "creating a district 
with a majority of Polish Americans 
or Irish or Creoles or even Democ- 
rats." Most indicated that there was 
little difference. 

During the arguments, the court's 
Black justice Clarence Thomas 
asked his first question in almost a 
year, focusing on race and politics. 





Because of Louisiana's "history of 
past discriminatory practices," state 
Atty. Gen. Richard Leyoub defended 
the action, stressing that the state 
had chosen to "afford minorities a 
fair opportunity to have a second 
voice in the halls of Congress." 

Heightened interest in the case 
brought SCLC's Dr. Joseph Lowery 
and Elaine Jones of the NAACP 
Legal Defense Fund along with 
scores of civil rights backers, 
including some who were bused to 
Washington in a McKinney cara- 
van. After hearing the arguments 
and noting that the decision will 
come down this summer, the out- 
spoken Greorgia Rep. McKinney 
told a rally, "We'll just have to 
continue to pray the justices do 
the right thing."

Homeless Man Vtho Sued Former Employer 
For Bias is Awarded $1«25 Million 



A Los Angeles man who became 
homeless after being fired fi'om a job 
where he withstood racial slurs and 
intimidation, sued his former em- 
ployer and recently was awarded 
$1.25 million by a judge. 

Niles A. DeGrate, 52, said his life 
fell apart after he was fired as an 
administrator at Eaton Corporation 
in 1990. 

About two years ago he slipped 
into homelessness and had been liv- 
ing in public buildings and on city 
streets around L.A., doggedly pursu- 
ing his legal battle against his ex- 
employer. 

In the suit, DeGrate stated dur- 
ing his two years at the company he 
was the frequent target of racial 
abuse (some in fi'ont of customers) 
and unfairly fired fi'om his job. 

He told Jet he was told to expect 



to hear the word "nigger" and not be 
offended because "it was just shop 
talk." 

The company maintained DeGrate, 
who has degrees in law and biochem- 
istry, was fired because his perfor- 
mance declined. 

Based on the evidence and wit- 
nesses, Superior Court Judge Flo- 
rence Marie Cooper sided with De- 
Grate and ordered the company to 
pay him $1.25 million. 

In her decision. Cooper noted inci- 
dents of racial harassment such as 
the dumping of food on DeGrate's 
desk. One of the most unbeliev- 
able pieces of evidence was a ficti- 
tious application for "Jesse Jack- 
son's staff' which White co-workers 
gave DeGrate to fill out. 

The application had a section ask- 
ing 'To' Mama's Name, Yo' Daddy's 
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Name (if known)" Under auto, it 
listed Cadillac or Lincoln over the 
categories "Financed" or "Stolen." 

Under place of birth, the applica- 
tion gave the choices: Free clinic, 
Alley, Zoo, Car, Colonel Sanders and 
Popeye's. 

"It was the kind of conduct that 
human beings shouldn't engage in or tol- 
erate," DeGrate told Jet. When asked 
why he tolerated it, DeGrate said: "It 



was very devastating but at the same 
time you had a responsibility. It was a 
hope that it would go away. Normally, I 
would have fou^t back, but I decided I 
wasn't going to act as ignorant as them." 

Following his firing, DeGrate said 
he developed feelings of inadequacy 
and had trouble relating to his teen- 
age children. DeGrate said he will 
use some of the money to help others 
who have become homeless. 



5 Women, 1 Man From DX* Area Share $1«4 
Million Awarded In Harassment Suit 



Six Black plaintiffs, five women 
and a man, will share $1.4 million in 
damages that resulted fi'om a sexual 
harassment suit they filed against 
the D.C. Department of Corrections. 

Group members said agency em- 
ployees, some of whom were high- 
ranking employees, harassed them 
sexually and punished them for com- 
plaining, The Washington Post re- 
ported. 

A jury recently awarded $1,425,000 
to the victims who suffered sexual 
harassment or retaliation fi:"om depart- 
ment officials. 

Female employees testified about 
being grabbed, kissed and pressured 
for dates and sex. When someone 
complained about sexual harass- 
ment or tried to help, they were 
transferred to undesirable posts or 
written up on disciplinary charges, 
the Post said. 

"To £dl those people who told 
me... you're just one person, you can't 
make a difference, I say there is jus- 



tice. It just takes perseverance and 
faith in God," Barbara Carter, 39, 
who was awarded $200,000, told the 
Post. 

"I say to all women in the depart- 
ment: Hold yoiu- head up. Do your 
job well and refuse to do things that 
are not part of that job." 

The other female plaintiffs were 
Bessye Neal, 48, who received 
$500,000; Vera Brummell, 49, who 
was awarded $500,000; Shivawn New- 
some, 29, who received $75,000 and 
Teresa Washington, 40, who was 
awarded $75,000. 

Tyrone Posey, 51, the only man 
who claimed victory in the case, was 
awarded $75,000. 

Described as "the hero of the 
case," Posey worked as a shop stew- 
ard in the records office of the D.C. 
jail. He helped women file com- 
plaints of sexual harassment 
against their supervisor. Posey said 
when he helped the women, he was 
subjected to retaliation.

Diziy Gillespie's Horn Auctioned For $63,000 In New York 



Dizzy Gillespie's original bent-bell 
trumpet sold for $63,000 on the auc- 
tion block recently in New York and 
the proceeds will benefit the hospital 
that provided care for him before his 
death almost three years ago. 

The trumpet, whose bell was bent 
45 degrees when a dancer tripped 
while performing at a birthday party 
for Gillespie's wife in the early 
1950s, sold for $63,000 at Christie's 
auction house. Part of the proceeds 
were being donated to Englewood 
(NJ) Hospital and Medical Center 
where Gillespie was a patient before 



he died of pancreatic cancer on Jan. 
6, 1993 (Jet, Jan. 25, 1993). 

Gillespie used horns with bent 
bells ever since the dancing accident. 
"I can hear my mistakes quicker," he 
once said. The instrument also has 
two small dents made by a snake 
charmer's king cobra, which lunged 
at Gillespie during a trip to India. 

Other items auctioned included 
Coleman Hawkins' tenor saxophone, 
$19,000; a soprano sax that belonged 
to Dexter Gordon, $10,925 and Jimi 
Hendrix's leather guitar strap went 
for $11,500.

Howard Cosell, Broadcaster Who Championed 
Cause Off Muhammad All, Dead At 77 



Known as the man who supported 
.Muhammad Ali when he refused 
to be drafted and the innovator of 
modern-day sports broadcasting, 
Howard Cosell recently died at the 
Hospital for Joint Diseases in 
Manhattan. He was 77. 

Cosell died of a heart embolism, 
explained his grandson Justin 
Cohane. The former ABC sports jour- 
nalist of 30 years had undergone 
surgery in 1991 for the removal of a 
cancerous chest tumor. 

Cosell, whose trademark for "tell- 
ing it like it is," battled to help then 
heav5^eight champion Muhammad 
Ali defend his right to refuse Army 
induction as a conscientious objector 
in 1967.

who dodged the draft. But Muham- 
mad was different. He was Black, 
and he was boastful," Cosell would 
later say. 

Cosell was one of the first broad- 
casters to use All's Islamic name 
when his media colleagues continued 
to call him Cassius Clay. The two pro- 
vided the world with some of the most 
entertaining and exciting moments of 
the era — Ali as a boxer/showman who 
used Cosell as an unwitting foil. 

"I've been interviewed by many 
people, but I enjoyed interviews with 
Howard the best," AH said in the New 
York Post. "I can hear Howard right 
now saying, 'Muhammad, you're not 
the man you used to be.' " 

He is survived by two daughters, 
Jill and Hilary, and six grandchil- 
dren. His wife Emmy, died in 1990.

Maria Cole Sues Capitol 
Records Over Royalties 
From Nat Kins Cole's 
Classic Recordings 

Maria Cole, widow of legendary 
crooner Nat King Cole, recently filed 
a lawsuit against Capitol Records 
charging the company owes her roy- 
alty payments on his classic record- 
ings, Jet has learned after examin- 
ing court documents. 

In the suit, filed in Superior 
Court in Los Angeles, Mrs. Cole said 
her late husband's will gave her 
"one-half interest" in his estate after 
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he died of cancer on February 15, 
1965 (Jet, Mar, 4, 1965). 

Included in that estate was "the 
right to receive substantial royalties 
firom the sale and distribution of mas- 
ter recordings made during Nat King 
Cole's lifetime," the documents state. 

The suit alleges, "Maria Cole re- 
ceives no portion of the royalties 
although she has not at any time 
alienated her right to the royalties." 
Furthermore, "Maria Cole is informed 
and believes that the royalties cur- 
rently payable are approximately 
$2,000,000 per year." 

Also named in Mrs. Cole's suit are 
King Cole Partners, L.P., (KCP) a 
limited partnership, and King Cole 
Productions, an arm of King Cole 
Partners, which are based in Los 
Angeles and owned and operated by 
the five Cole off'spring, Grammy- 
winning recording artist Natalie 
Cole, twins Timolin and Casey Cole, 
Carole Cole and Kelly Cole, accord- 
ing to an attorney at O'Neill, Lysaght 
& Sun in Santa Monica, CA. 

Mrs. Cole charges Capitol Re- 
cords, dubbed The House that Nat 
Built,' and King Cole Partners and 
King Cole Productions are "responsi- 
ble in some manner for the acts or 
omission" which resulted in her not 
receiving royalties. 

The documents state Mrs. Cole 
"beheves that 100 percent of the roy- 
alties which are paid by Capitol on 
account of the recording contract are 
now being paid to KCP." Since Mrs. 
Cole contends she should receive 50 
percent of the payments, the suit 
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states she "... has requested that KCP 
transfer to her that portion of the roy- 
alties to which she is entitled..." 

The lawsuit stated, "...KCP fails 
and refuses to transfer to Maria Cole 
one-half of the royalties which it 
receives from Capitol. Maria Cole is 
informed and believes that the royal- 
ties which have been distributed to 
KCP have, instead, been transferred 
to shareholders of KCP, despite 
Maria Cole's right thereto." 

"In converting the royalties due 
Maria Cole, KCP acted maliciously, 
fraudulently and oppressively for 
the purpose of injuring Maria Cole," 
she stated in the suit. 

The lawsuit asks that the court 
issue an injimction preventing Capi- 
tol, KCP and any business associates 
from distributing any royalties from 
Nat King Cole's recordings; pay 50 
percent of the royalties from record-

death; award monetary damages and 
monies to cover costs of legal fees.

Duke Ellmston Is 
Proclaimed 'Beyond 
Catesory' By Critics Of 
His Great Musk 




Inimitable American composer 
Duke Ellington used the line link- 
ing his 1899 birth date to his 1974 
death date and wrote over 5,000 
songs. Some of them became clas- 
sics that could be compared to 
music created by European com- 
posers like Bach, Beethoven, Delius, 
Haydn, Mozart, Tchaikovsky and 
Wagner. 

As Duke's 96th birthday anniver- 



sary was observed around the 
globe with programs spon- 
sored by the Duke Ellington 
International Jazz Society, the 
musical icon was proclaimed 
"beyond category" by some of 
his music critics. 

Ellington once used the 
phrase to describe the great singer 
Ella Fitzgerald, says biographer Dr. 
John Hasse in his new book, Beyond 
Category: The Musical Genius Of 
Duke Ellington. 

The legendary musician's acclaim 
was also noted in two recent books- 
The Duke Ellington Reader by Colum- 
bia University Assoc. Professor of 
Music Mark Tucker and Duke Elling- 
ton: Jazz Composer by music editor 
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► On April 29, 1969, President 
Richard Nixon hosted a White 
House 70th birthday party for 
Ellington and presented him 
Presidential Medal of Freedom.

"In the early thirties 
composers in the classi- 
cal field began recognizing 
ElUngton's talent,** Tuck- 
er's book says. One was 
New York University Music 
Department Chairman Per- 
cy Grainger, who in 1932 
"ranked Ellington as one 
of the three greatest composers in 
the history of music, sharing honors 
with J.S. Bach and Frederick Delius... 
Ellington, in fact, is a real composer 
of distinction, and the first Negro 
composer of distinction," the book 
adds. 

During his 56-year career (1918- 
1974), the Washington, D.C.-born 
bandleader played before audiences 



In 1958 at the first festival in Leeds, 
England, Queen Elizabeth 
honors Ellington. He later 
^ recorded The Queen's 





in Africa, Asia, Australia, Europe, 
Latin America, the Middle East, as 
well as the U.S. He received Grammy 
awards, honorary doctorates, and the 
highest civilian honors fi:'om the gov- 
ernment of France. But he never 
received the most prestigious honor 
for American composers: The Pulitzer 
Prize. Ellington, then 60, responded 
with sarcasm: "Fate is being kind to 
me. It doesn't want me to be 
famous too young." 

However, in 1969, Pres- 
ident Richard Nixon a- 
warded him the nation's 
highest civilian award, the 
Presidential Medal of Free- 
dom, at a special ceremony 
in the White House with 
the largest gathering of 
celebrities ever invited there 
to a private party. Nixon 
declared: "In the royalty of 
American music, no man 
swings more or stands 
higher than the Duke." The 
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nation later honored him with a U.S. 
postage stamp. In his lifetime, he 
is best remembered for composing 
and tailoring each part for a partic- 
ular player. He explains: 

"My men and my race are the 
inspiration of my work. I try to catch 
the character and mood and feeling 
of my people. The music of my race 
is something more than the Ameri- 
can idiom. It is the result of our 
transplantation to American soil 
and was our reaction, in plantation 
days, to the life we lived. What we 
could not say openly we expressed in 
music. The characteristic, melan- 
cholic music of my race has been 
forged from the white heat of our 
sorrows and from our groping. I 
think the music of my race is some- 
thing that is going to live, something 
which posterity will honor..." This 
will include such classics as Black, 
Brown and Beige, My People, Harlem

and New World a-Comin'. Although 
Duke is best known for such hits 
as / Got It Bad (And That Ain't 
Good, It Don't Mean A Thing If It 
Ain't Got That Swing, Satin Doll, 
Mood Indigo, Sophisticated Lady 
and Billy Strayhom's Take The A 
Train, he was proudest of his racial 
statement in his play. Jump For Joy, 
which featured singer/actor Herb 
Jeffries and singer/actress Dorothy 
Dandridge. The anti-segregation 
musical drew protest hate mail from 
the South. 

It was in the '60s when, according 
to Tucker, "many musicians who 
have even gone as far as to argue that 
he is the only great living American 
composer, that Ellington became 
more introspective and more openly 
religious." One of his earlier composi- 
tions. Come Sunday, is now included 
in the United Methodist Hymnal for 
church worshippers. 

Calling himself "a 
messenger boy for G o d , " 
he composed threecon- 
certs of sacred music, 
designed to fill cathe- 
drals as was Handel's 
Messiah. The Third 
Sacred Concert in 1973 
was performed at West- 
minster Abbey in Lon- 
don. He returned to New 
York and died of lung 
C£incer on May 24, 1974.

"And it's not about how much 
money you have. A Black man in this 
country scares the hell out of a lot of 
people.

Hot music new- 
comer Brandy 
and her parents re- 
cently were sued for 
$5 million for 
allegedly break- 
ing a production 
and management 
agreement. 

The suit, filed in 
Los Angeles Superior Court, also 
names Atlantic Records and its par- 
ent company, Warner Communica- 
tions, as defendants for alleged in- 
terference for their financial gain. 

According to the suit. Earl Harris 
and Chris Stokes and their company, 
Teaspoon Productions, entered into a 
binding oral contract with Brandy 
Norwood and her parents Willie and 
Sonya Norwood several years ago. 
The agreement called for Teaspoon to 
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represent Brandy, who is now 16, and 
try and get a record deal for her. For 
their efforts, they would get 50% of 
the net advances and royalties of the 
agreement and 20% of money fi*om 
merchandising. 

Reginald K Brown, the attorney 
representing Teaspoon, claimed that on 
the same day in 1993 that his chents 
negotiated a deal for Brandy with 
EastAVest Records, her parents made a 
deal with Atlantic, terminating their 
arrangement with Teaspoon. 

The suit charges that the Nor- 
woods were using Teaspoon to secure 
a deal and planned all along to "cir- 
cumvent" them and move in and 
negotiate directly. 

Atlantic entered into the agree- 
ment "solely as a result of the Nor- 
woods' fraud and their (Atlantic) 
intention and/or negligent interfer- 
ence with prospective economic 
advantage," the suit charged.
